The Wheeling incident, where there 
were sharp words uttered at the sold- 
iers’ reunion over questions that ought 
not to have been revived, because long 
since settled by the arbitrament of the 
sword, has attracted attention through- 
out the country. The press, north and 
south, has spoken upon the matter, 
‘Wiking sides according to political pre- 
dilections, as was to be expected, inas- 
much as the meeting suddenly and un- 
expectedly took a political turn when 
Wilson, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor of West Virginia, boldly en- 
deavored to place the soldiers who 
fought against the country on a level 
with those who fought for its pres- 
ervation. This assumption was 
promptly resented by Gov. Foraker, of 
Ohio, and he delivered then and there 
what has been called by one corre- 
spondent the best speech of, his life. a 
synopsis of which has already been re- 
produced in these columns. 

The incident has unfortunately had 
the effect of causing more feeling in 
the ranks of the Grand Army of a 
political character than any one thing 
that has happened since its organ- 
ization twenty years ago. This body 
was, and is intended to be, strictly 
non-partisan, and, as a rule, has been 
honestly so throughout. But this fact 
does not mean that the mouths 
of its members were intended 
to be closed upon political 
questions. Such a thing would 
be impossible and un-American. It 
would be the last sacrifice to ask a 
soldier of the Republic to make. While 
the Grand Army, then, in its organic 
capacity, is not partisan, it is, and was 
intended to be, pronouncedly patriotic, 
and preéminently loyal to the memories 
of the war and the achievements of the 
Union arms. It was not organized for 
the purpose of apologizing for the 
course of its members in marching to 
the defense of the imperiled flag and 
the jeopardized nation. It was not 
organized for the purpose of keeping 
alive the memories of the great struggle 
without any reference to the cause for 
which the contending armies fought, 
respectively. The veteran soldiers who 
compose the Grand Army do not band 
themselves together in these post-bellum 
times for the mere purpose of celebrat- 
war and battles as such, with- 
out reference to what that war and 
those battles were fought for. By no 
means. To do such a thing would be 
to leave out the great moving, inspir- 
ing principle that sends the patriot to 
the defense of his country when in 
danger. it would be to degrade war to 
a mere brute contest, wherein each 
-embattled side would primarily have 
for its base object the overthrow of the 
other for the sake of vengeance, terri- 
torial acquisition, or plunder. It 
would, in short, degrade war 
to a mere mercenary employment, 
taking away from it all its higher and 
nobler features, which alone make it 
justifiable between nations and sec- 
tions. 

The Grand Army of the Republic, 
then, was not organized for the pur- 
pose of either suppressing, concealing 
or ignoring the objects, purposes or 
character ofthe mighty contest waged 
between the sections a quarter of a 
century ago. 

It was organized, on the contrary, 
for the express purpose, among other 
things, of keeping alive the memories 
of the war cherished by the Union sol- 
diers themselves, of encouraging loy- 
alty tothe National Government and 
Constitution, and of preserving unim- 
paired the priceless achievements of 
the war won by the national arms. 

The Grand Army, in short, takes 
boldly the broad ground that in the 


great contest of arms between the Na- 


tion and its internecine enemies, we 
were eternally right and they were 
eternally wrong,“ as great Garfield 
once felicitously expressed it. 

On no other ground can the Grand 
Army stand and exist. Without this 
firmly established principle to fortify 
its position, the organization would be 
on a footing of sand, and could not 
remain erect; it could not survive. 
Better that it should die a death of use- 
lessness than attempt to live without 
this life-giving principle to sustain it. 
Let the enemies of the Grand Army 
recognize and apply this truth! It can- 
not be put down! 


We make some pertinent extracts 
from various journals bearing on the 
Wheeling incident and collateral sub- 
jects: 

The Columbus (O.) Dispatch, an in- 
dependent paper, says: 

“The Republican members of the Grand 
Army can dictate the Republican nominee 
for President if they want to. This they 
have not attempted to do, Sherman, Blaine 
and Allison being the principal Republican 
candidates spoken of. But if the late 
trouble regarding the rebel flags and the 
pension vetoes is continued, and the dispo- 
sition of certain editors to use the word 
„pauper“ profusely and offensively does not 
cease, it is not only probable that the G. A. 
R. Republicans will dictate the nomination 
of the Republican candidate for President, 
but that they will be encouraged by their 
friends to do so.” | 

The Pittsburgh Dispatch (Ind. Rep.) 
says: . 

There was little or no doubt that the dis- 
play of the Presidential banner and portrait 
and inscriptions, by the too officious Demo- 
cratic paper there, was fora political pur- 
pose. It was probably meant to put the G. 
A. R. men who had been at issue with 
President Cleveland in an awkward posi- 
tion. If they marched under the banner 
silently and without remark, it would have 
been heralded far and wide that their opposi- 
tion to Mr. Cleveland politically was dying 
out.

“The ill-timed sneers at disabled veterans 
that gave point to Mr. Cleveland’s veto mes- 
sages might have been forgiven, but the 
sweeping slur conveyed in his letter de- 
clining to attend the Grand Army Encamp- 
ment at St. Louis destroyed all hope of any 
reconciliation between the Grand Army 
and himself. The Grand Army is 
composed of Republicans and Democrats 
without distinetion of party, and the unan- 
imity of its enniity to Grover Cleveland is

Litigation Over the Ortiz Estate 
Mra. Von to be Tried at Once— 
Terrific Explosion — Ben- 
son’s Case. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


SAN- FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.— By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the matter of the settle- 
ment of the estate, in this city, of the 
wealthy Spanish Celedonia Ortiz, who died 
lately in Madrid, Judge Coffey has decided 
a point of much interest which had been 
made the subject of elaborate argument. 
Miss Julia Ortiz, an unmarried daughter, 
had obtained letters of administration hére, 
although Sefior Vincent Caogigal had been 
appointed executor in the will. He appeared 
here lately, and petitioned for revocation of 
the letters granted Miss Ortiz, on the ground 
that there had been no proper and formal 
hearing of her original application for the 
same. It appeared; from the files that, in 
accordance with custom, the day for the 
hearing of Miss Ortiz application had been 
filed by the Clerk of the Court instead of 
by the Judge. The Civil Code enjoins thi 
duty upon the clerk in all cases of domestie 
wills, but in case of authenticated 
foreign wills, the code provides that the 
“court or judge must appoint the time for 
the hearing.” The section of the code 
touching domestic wills also imposed this 
duty on the court or judge down to 1881, 
when it was changed so as to devolve the 
duty upon the clerk. It is generally believed 
by lawyers that when this change was 
made by the Legislature, the like provision 
in the section on foreign wills was over- 
looked, or it, too, would have been altered, 
while some contend that there were deliber- 


ate reasons for not changing the text of ‘the 
last section. 


Judge Coffey held that the section as to

| Opening at Washington. 


Many Distinguished Delegates Present 
from Abroad.

President Cleveland and Seeretary Bayard Give 
Them a Welcome to the Capital—The Uon- 
aress Organized—Pr of

‘WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—[By the Associ- 
ciated Press.] It is estimated that 5000 
doctors are present at the International 
Medical Congress there, of whom nine- 
tenths are Americans. Before the hour for 
opening the congress this morning every 
seat in the Albaugh Opera-house was occu- 
pied. President Cleveland, Secretary Bay- 
ard and Speaker Carlisle wete escorted by 
Dr. Garnett to seats upon the stage at 11 
o'clock and were greeted with applause. 
The assemblage was called to order by 
Prof. Henry .M. Smith, of Philadelphia, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. In 
a few remarks he introduced President 
Cleveland, who he said had consented to 
open the meeting. 

The President, when the applause had 
subsided, said: “I feel that the country 
should be congratulated today upon the 
presence at the capital of so many of our 
own citizens, and those re nting forei 
<ountries, who have distingt 
selves in the science of medicine and are 
evo to its further progiess. My duty, 
on this occasion, 1s a very pleasing and a 
very brief one. it is simply to declare that 
the Ninth International Medical Congress 
is now open for organization, and for the 
transaction of business.“ 

The Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee then proceeded to nominate the gentle- 
men agreed upon by the committee to be 
fiicers of the congress. Dr. Nathan Smith 
Davis, of Chicago, was chosen president of 

congress by acclamation.

In your 
profession we recognize the noblest school 
At human usefulness, and in the progress of 
che development of the laws of the cure and 
mitigation of suffering, the prolongation of 
human existence and efforts to discover the 
true principles and conditions by which 
life can be made worth living, we have 
learned to appreciate our debt to those 
whose highest reward is the still small voice 
of gratitude and the consciousness of bene- 
faction to the human race.”’

In his domestic relations, J udge Po- 
land was true to the New England 
type. He was especially tender of the 
little ones that called him ndpa. 

Three times a day, when at home, he 
went over and visited them, usually 
taking the babies among them into his 
lap, aud singing the nestling things off 
to sleep at twilight. Ind the most 
familiar memories of him will perhaps 
be these, where he seemed to become a 
child again with those of the third 
generation. 

At Waterville he had lately pur- 
chased the old homestead df his wife’s 
ancestors, refitted it, and made it just 
suited to the wants of himself and his 
faithful companion, and was regaling 
his later years with the country scenes, 
which he had loved in-his boyhood; a 
man who had served his generation — 
u larger variety of capacities than fall 
to the lot of many men; recognized and 
honored in all; self-made in the best 
sense; industrious, frugal, unflinching 
in his integrity; his m nd judicial, his 
heart humane, his principles fixed 
from life habit; and humanly speaking, 
likely to live ten or fifteen years.
